A Lazy Eye (amblyopia) 
Clinic will be held this Friday 
for four and five-year-old pre- 
school children. 


Children develop their vision 
by using their eyes. This oc- 
curs up until the “age of sever 
years. If one eye is crossed, j 
or near-sighted, or far-sighted, 
that eye will not be used and 
consequently will not develop 
vision. This must be detected 
before the age of seven so that 
the condition may be corrected 
and the child will use both 
eyes. 

This is important because 
there is always the possibility of 
injury to the good eye at some 
time, leaving the child blind in 
both eyes. 

Vision is so important in our 
social relationships as well as in 
learning the  "3R's". Please 
bring your 4 and 5 year-old 
pre-school child to the County 
Courthouse on Friday, Septem- 
ber 17th between 9:00 A. M. and 
12:00 Noon and let us help your | 
child.

The Wasatch City-County 
Health Department is pleased to 
announce a new service: Well 
Child Conferences. 

The purpose of a Well Child 
Conference is to prevent . health 
problems through periodic physi- 
cal and developmental assess- 
ments, health education, and 
guidance. 

Examinations are provided by a 
physician for children from birth to 
5 years of age. Clinics ere held on 
Fridays and the child must have an 
appointment. ` 

Fees are charged according to 
family income with the service 
focused primarily toward those 
children who are not under the 
care of a private physician. 

The value of Well Child Clinics 
is to detech possible problems 
early when correction is usually 
easier and less costly. Children 
who are known to be ill should be 
seen by their family doctor.
